Board announced peace negotia- 
tions to end the shopmen's strike 
were halted by refusal of the rail- 
roads to return seniority rights to 
strikers, although agreement was 
reached on the four other points 
at issue.

their stand in protecting the sen- 
iority of employes who hare taken 
the places of strikers.

Jewell -of the shopmen,: upholding 
the maintenance of way men in 
their decision not to strike.

their strike.

"Xo Probability of Reconciliation.'1 


Chicago. July 19.—Failure of all 


efforts to bring about the'settlement 
of the country-wide strike of the rail- 
way shopmen, was announced in a 
statement issued tonight by Ben W. 
Hooper, chairman 
of the United 


States Railroad Labor board. 


"As there docs not seem to be any 


probability of reconciling the antipod- 
al views of the carriers and the men 
on the question a- issue, the I/abor 
board and none of its. members are 
now engaged in any further 
efforts 


along that line," the statement said. 


Railroad executives, through the 


western presidents' committee on pub- 
lic relations of the Association of Rail- 
way Executives, issued a statement to- 
night corroborating Chairman Hoop- 
er's statement that no further peace 
conferences were being held and that 
the seniority issue was the principal 
stumbling block. 


Chairman Hooper's statement said 


that a conference was held last 
Sat- 


urday between B. M. Jewell, head of 
the shopmen; A. O. Wharton, labor 
member of the board, and .Mr. Hoop- 
er, nnd heads of the seven strike or- 
Runizations. when Mr. Jewell indicated 
ho would be willing to submit to his 
committee an agreed program if the 
carriers concurred in. it. 


The prosram, Mr. Hooper's state- 


ment said, wns ns follows: 


Mr. Jewell's Program. 


"First, that tho carriers which had 


arbitrarily changed the wages and 
working conditions of the employes 
represented by said seven organiza- 
tions, by means of the contract sys- 
tem, in violation of the Itailroad La- 
bor board's decisions, should with- 
draw from this practice. 
This ap- 


plied to only a few roads, as the oth- 
ers had heretofore announced their 
willingness to cancel such contracts. 
The principal of those that have not 
yet made such announcement arc the 
Erie and Western Maryland. 


"Second, that the authority grant- 


ed by the transportation act to the 
carriers and their employes to set up 
an adjustment board or boards be ex- 
ercised by the establishment of a na- 
tional adjustment board, with the en- 
tii-o jurisdiction authorized by said 
act, namely, the hearing of all dis- 
putes except those effecting wages. 


"Third, that the employes involved 


in tho strike proceed in conformity 
with tho transportation act in the set- 
tlement 
of the disputed 
rules nnd 


Wages, setking from the Railroad La- 
bor board a. rehearing of the recent 
w:ipe, decision and promptly submit- 
ting the disputed rules to the ad- 
justment board with the statutory 
right of appeal tc the Labor board. 


"Fourth, tho carriers to withdraw 


or dismiss nil law suits growing out 
°f^ the strike. 


"Fifth, nil 
men 
now 
on "* strrkc, 


those la.id off, furloughed or on leave 
of absence to be returned to 
work 


"id 
their former positions, 
with 


•tmiority and other rights unimpaired. 


"As a method for securing a. con- 


ference fully representing the 
car- 


riers nnd tho employes soncerned, it 
*»» contemplated that the Railroad

tives. 


"My investigation of the attitude of 


the carriers has convinced me," 
his 


statement said, "that no serious ob- 
stacle is to be found in any of the 
items above enumerated, except 
the 


•fifth.'' 


Mr. Wharton set forth the position 


of the shop crafts with regard to sen- 
iority by asserting that "any settle- 
ment 
of the 
present 
controversy 


which has for its object the restora- 
tion of harmonious relations and the 
efficient operation of shops must take 
into consideration the restoration of 
the men involved to their status 
as 


employes of date

He maintained the great majority 


of these men are permanently locat- 
ed and are more desirable 
employes 


than those now taking their places; 
that it will be an unusual position if 
the carriers deny the request of the 
organizations in this respect, ."when

RAILROAD AND COAL STRIKES 


ARE CO-RELATED IN EFFECT 


Washington, July 19.—While gov- 


ernment interest in the industrial sit- 
uation continued to be centered to- 
day chiefly in the1 coal strike and par- 
ticularly in the reaction from: Presi- 
dent Harding's Invitation to govern- 
ors of coal-producing states that thej; 
cooperate with him in the effort to 
reopen the mines, evidence was • not 
lacking that the coal and railroad 
strikes were co-related at least in 
effect. 
"Unofficial 
reports 
received 
here 


brought further details of reduction in 
coal output, because of inadequate 
car supply, with th§ result, it was saidr 
that production was tending to be 
more than ever confined to non-union 
fields 
Effect of reduced movement 


of coal cars was said to be particu- 
larly marked in West Virginia dis- 
tricts. 
With but two exceptions, the gov- 


ernors who replied to President Hard- 
ing's telegram today pledged their co- 
operation and support to the federal 
administration without .qualification. 
Governor Morrison "of North Carolina 
replied in a decided negative,,assert- 
ing that so far as he knew there would 
be no strike troubles in the mining 
industry of that state and it would be 
a "vain thing" for him to ^'invite 
coal miners to return to work." 


After a conference today in which 


President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor; Chairman Borah 
of the "Senate labor committees, an& 
Snators Walsh, Democrat of Massa- 
chusetts, and King, Democrat of Utah, 
participated, it was announced that 
"there were no resu'.ts and no con- 
clusions," but that Mr. Gompers and 
Senator Borah were "hopeful" of a 
settlement of the coal and railroad 
strikes in the due course of time.

INCREASING DISORDERS

where fifty shopmen were sleeping, 
drove them out of doors, and ordered 
them out of town, according to

shooting and hand-to-hand fighting in 
which several workmen were beaten, 
one requiring hospital treatment, says 
the statement. 


At about 11:30 o'clock last evening, 


the statement 
said, "seven 
masked 


men, armed with revolvers, shotguns 
and rifles, 
made their 
way by 
the 


guards in the rain and succeeded in 
gaining entrance to the buildings 
in 


which some 50 w.orkmen were 
stop- 


ping. 


"There was , shooting and' fighting. 


The sleepers were driven out into the 
rain without 
being 
given time 
to 


dress and an attempt was made to 
drive them out of town. 
If any 
of 


the men fell, or lagged behind, 
they 


were clubbed and kicked. 
At least 


one of the workers is In the hospital 
and several others are more or less 
seriously injured. 


"Vigorous steps are being taken by

Kilbuck Carried the Gospel, Sav- 


ing Lives and Winning Lovo 


of Natives. 


- Juneau —There is gloom among th« 
natives in Alaska today. 


From Point Barrow—the farthest 


north—to Metlakatla and Juneau in 
lh«' south; from the headwaters of 
the Kuskokwita and Y«kon down to 
the sea, is traveling forth the word 
that "Kilbuck Is dead." 
Everywhere 


the news permeates, there follows sad- 
ness. Grown men and women among 
the Eskimos and Indians grieve like 
children. All because the "most loved 
man beyond 5-1-40" Is no more. 


For more than four decades John 


Henry Kilbuck, Muncie Indian of the 
old Delaware nation that roamed over 
Pennsylvania before 
the 
days of 


Washington and William Penn, had 
been intimately associated with the 
Kltnklts and Takus of southeastern 
Alaska, or the Eskimos and breed 
tribes around Point Barrow. 
With 


his pale-face wife he was guardian, 
counselor, spiritual guide and friend. 


Will Not Forget Him. 


But the country which John Kilbuck 


played such an important part in de- 
veloping will not forget him. 
The 


thousands of reindeer that roam the 
tundras under the watchful eye of 
tlieir native shepherds, will forever 
reralnd the natives of him. It was 
Kilbucte who, at the request of the 
United, States government, Introduced 
reindeer propagation In Alaska, and 
by so doing he banished the specter 
of famine that periodically wiped out 
entire tribes when the hard times 
came and the winters closed In before 
they were prepared. 


Akjak and Bethel, both founded by 


the Moravian missionary, some day 
may grow Into flourishing cities when 
Alaska comes into its own. And they 
will cherish his memory. 


Doings of missionaries, as a rule, 


make rather tame reading. But the 
activities of John Kilbuck and his 
wife were not confined to strictly spir- 
itual things. 


Four different times did the KI1- 


bucks go "below" with the intention 
of spending their declining years in 
the States. And four times they went 
back. The call was irresistible. 


The last time—it was to have been 


different. With all the best Intentions, 
accentuated by memories of past fail- 
ares to keep good resolutions—the 
plonee? torchbearers of civilization re- 
'solved to spend their declining years 
near the homes of their forefathers— 
on the Chlppewa Indian reservation 
lown In Kansas. 


Deep down In their hearts, however, 


they had a "hunch" that the North 
(could win. It always had. 


So tht, North Won Again. 


In their little white and green cot- 


tage, nestling In the Chlppewa hills 
and overlooking the placid Marals des 
Cygnes river In eastern Kansas the 
Kilbncks were waiting. 
Waiting for 


Tj-ord that the break-up In the Yukon 
and Kaskokwim was about to begin. 
They had reached their decision. 


"They need us. The Influenza has 


reached Alaska. If It geta into the 
Interior before we do nobody knows 
what will happen. 
Thousands may 


perish. 
Their deer, now numbering 


thousands, will be cast adrift over the 
tundrag—>prey to wolves and wild dogs 
and equally unscrupulous 'breeds.'" 


With the first word of the thaw 


they took a steamer out of Seattle. 


They arrived none too soon. 
Influ- 


enza already was taking Its toll. But 
tl>ey did get there in time to save 
hundreds. 


The Kilbucks took up their work 


where they had left off upon their de- 
parture for the States. 
They were 


Just whipping things Into shape and 
getting comfortably settled for the 
last chapter of their life's book when 
pneumonia and typhoid, diseases from 
which they had saved thousands of 
tJncle 
Sam's little 
Indian wards, 


struck home. In three days Kljbuck 
was dead. 


It was back in 1885 that John Kil- 


buck and his white wife arrived in 
Alaska. He had just graduated from 
the Moravian Missionary school at 
Nazareth, Pa., where he nad beec 
sent by a Christian worker among 
the Kansas Indians. 


It took years to gain the confidence 


of the Alaska natives, but patience 
and kindness finally won and now no 
Came is better known or more beloved 
fimong the Alaska Indians or Esklmoi 
than

NOTE IK BOTTLE ON ICE 


Placed on Iceberg -50 Year* Ago, Mes- 


sage Just Comes to Light. 


Placed on an iceberg on the coast of 


Franz Joseph Land In the Arctic near- 
ly fifty years ago by the Austrian ex- 
pedition which discovered that terri- 
tory, a bottle containing a message in 
the handwriting of the leader, Karl 
Weyprecht, has just reached Vienna, 
according to the London Daily Mail 
correspondent. 


After being imprisoned In the ice 


two years Weyprecht decided that the 
ship Admiral Tegetthoff must be aban- 
doned, and before the party set out 
on their hazardous journey in -three 
small boats this bottle and its message 
addressed to the Austrian government 
was placed on a berg so that if the 
party perished news of their fate might 
possibly reach Austria. The bottle 
was found last year on the coast of 
Nova Zembla by a Norwegian explor- 
ing party and has now been sent to 
the president of the Austrian Geo- 
graphical society. 


Only one survivor of the party, re- 


mains alive. Vice Admiral Brosch, who 
resides at Graz. He states that the 
commander and other officers made 
four copies of the letter, which were 
each signed by "Weyprecht. They were 
placed In separate bottles and on dif- 
ferent bergs. The copy found happens 
to be the one written entirely by the 
leader.

"solemn warning to the men and wo- 
men of America,' that ''this nation 
will decay 
and 
finally perish, when 


American homes cease to revere God," 
the report of the Joint Commission 
on Homo and Family Life, which will 
be presented to the triennial general 
convention of the Episcopal church 
meeting in Portland, Oregon, Septem- 
ber 6, next, was made public today. 


"Advanced culture did not saye past 


civilizations, did not prevent Germany 
plunging into a gulf of infamy. Upon 
America's consecration 
to God 
de- 


pends her fate," 
says 
the 
report, 


which contains an exhaustive study 
of social and industrial conditions in 
the United States with particular ref- 
erence to home life. 


The commission was appointed by 


the Episcopal general convention six 
years ago, and includes in its per- 
sonnel some of the most distinguish- 
ed of the bishops, 
clerical 
and lay 


members of the church. Among1 other 
subjects which are frankly treated are 
those of marriage, divorce and birth 
control. The report contains a strong 
recommendation 
against 
the latter. I 


Rev. Charles Noyes Tynaell, S. T. D., ( 
o£ Williamsport. Pa., secretary of the 
commission in transmitting the re- 
port, says that the whole effort of 
the commission has been to present 
to the country a vital message in as 


i concise form, as possible. 


"Even a cursory glance at condi- 


tions in the average American home 
reveals evidence sufficient to warrant 
the most careful study of those influ- 
ences now affecting these homes from 
the standpoint of morals and religion," 
the report continues. 
"The attitude 


toward youth, even more than the at- 
titude of the youth, will scarcely bear 
severe scrutiny. 


"We touch the root of our family 


problem when we point to the lack 
of religion in the home. It is paralyz- 
ing to think of the average American 
family going on from the rising to the 
retiring hour as if God had no exist- 
ence. Sunday is a day for extra sleep, 
motoring, 
Sunday papers 
in many 


volumes, comic supplements. It Amer- 
ican children are not to be taught of 
God in the schools, arid He is un- 
named in the home, what can we ex- 
pect but that 
at 
this moment the 


United States is Actually developing 
into a non-Christian nation?" 


Domestic Jjltc in America. 


Touching upon 
domestic 
life 
in 


America, the report says: 


""Where family life is dishonored, 


wedding 
unfaithfulness 
lightly 
re- 


garded, 
parental 
responsibility ne- 


glected, filial respect and obedience 
slighted, there, we may be sure,-so- 
ciety is rotten at the core. We tremble 
Cor the future of a state or nation 
where lax theories concerning domes- 
tic life gain ground. Even laxer prac- 
tices will certainly prevail. 


"The remedy for the frightful dis- 


solution of the marriage tie going on 
in America and its inevitable conse- 
quence of race suicide is to be found 
in Christian training alone. Remedial 
le>?r lotion while imposing difficulties 
in the way of easy annulment does 
not go to the root of the evil. It at- 
tacks many outward symptoms of the 
disease and is of undoubted value, 
but it does not destroy the germ of 
the evil or cure it at Its source. 


"Boys and girls must be taught as 


early as possible that the chief pur- 
pose o£ marriage is the perpetuation 
of the race. Involving the begetting 
.ind education of children 
for 
the 


\\6rk of the world. Marriage is a high 
and holy vocation because the mar- 
ried 4>;iir are cooperating with 
the 


crc.itor in the continuance of the hu- 
man race. 


"This commission heartily endorses 


the warning uttered 
by 
the great 


Lambeth conference of bishops, gath- 
ered from all over the world in Lon- 
don in 1920, against the practice of 
means for the avoidance of concep- 
tion as involving grave dangers 
to 


physical health as well as moral in- 
nocence, and threatening the future 
of the human race. 
We make our 


own the words of the conference com- 
mitce, as applying In particular to 
the United States."
